The  condition  of  this  property  was  mentioned  in  ny  Annual  Report 
last  year,  and  in  my  Monthly  Report  to  you,  dated  29th  Jiily  - I give  below  an  extract: 

"On  23rd  July,  the  County  Medical  Officer  of  Health  inspected  the 
above  property,  in  ccriipany  with  the  Surveyor  and  nyself.  He  expressed  himself  as 
being  in  complete  agi-eement  vrltli  the  opinion  which  I have  already  expressed  to  you 
in  more  tlaa:!  one  report,  S’;bnoqi.;.ently,  be  interviewed  the  ovmer  of  the  land  at 
the  rear  of  the  property  which  is  required  for  the  necessary  and  long  overdue 
improvements  to  be  carried  out". 

In  the  Preamble  (Housing  Aot,  1949)  to  the  Ministry  of  Health, 

Circuinr  90/49,  dated  15.9.49,  it  states;- 

"Action  by  the  local  authority  will  be  particularly  appropriate 
where  there  arc  groups  of  heuseo  which  lend  themselves  readily  to  improvement,  and 
for  which  comprehensive  proposals  are  not  forthcoming  from  the  owners". 

The  Council’s  attention  was  drawn  to  the  provision  of  Section  9, 
by  vrtiich  the  land  mi^t  be  acquired,  end  to  Sedtion  20,  which  enpowers  local 
authorities  to  make  grants.  No  action  has  so  far  been  taken  by  your  Council,
